ABOUT THE FLY. 
Health commissioners throughout 
the country are calling attention to 
the importance of guarding against 
flies, which are considered as one of 
the most dangerous menaces to man­ 
kind. 
It has only been in the past 
few y ears that the public generally 
has regarded the common housefly 
other than a mere pest or nuisance 
but it is now realized that this insect 
is responsible for many cases of ty ­ 
phoid and scarlet fev er, and it is ev en 
known to hav e carried germs of tuber­ 
culosis. 
The My season is now at hand and 
an effort should be made to ex termin­ 
ate them. 
This can be done, the offi­ 
c e r s tell us, by the improv ement of 
sanitary conditions. 
All that is re­ 
quired is the remov al of filth, which 
is the breeding place o f Mies, 
In a 
recent warning issued by the Ken­ 
tucky Board of Health it is stated that 
without filth there can be no flies, and 
that much good would result by an 
immediate and thorough cleaning 
o f 
the premises. 
Before a 
noticeable 
adv ance 
is 
made along this line, howev er, the 
public must realize the importance of 
so doing, and the detriment to human­ 
ity which will follow their negligence. 
The My cannot be ex terminated by any 
one city , but the mov ement must be 
widespread, if the desired results are 
to be obtained. 
Many cities are al­ 
ready awakening to the importance 
o f improv ed sanitary conditions and 
the nex t y ear will doubtless see a 
marked progress along this line.

The principal evidence 
against them was given by a man who 
said he was one of the party in the sa­ 
loon, while M iller and Stout both de 
nied being present. 
Poth judgm ents 
wrere reversed for error in adm itting 
certain evidence to impeach M ille r’s 
wife, who testified that he was at 
home. 
It was also urged that the court had 
excluded evidence offered as tending 
to prove the shooting was done by an­ 
other man to whose house some blood 
hounds went from the scene of the 
murder. 
Judge Jordan said the offered evi­ 
dence was not sufficient to connect 
that man w ith the crime, and added: 
“ The 
com petency of evidence in

crim inal case going to show the tra il­ 
ing of the accused person by blood­ 
hounds may be said to be a debatable 
question, and one depending on the 
character of such animals, their ex­ 
perience and training, and the condi­ 
tions and circum stances of each par­ 
ticular case.
